LONDON, July 18.—While experts sought today to establish 
that the boneless mass of flesh, found under the basement. floor in 
the London home of Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, was a portion of the 
body of his wife, known on the stage as Belle Elmore, word came that 
the fugitive physician and Mlle..Ethel Clara Leneve, his former 
stenographer, probably are passengers on the steamer Kroonland, 
due in New York before 12 o’clock tomorrow night. 

Detectives, acting at the direction of Seotland Yard, will meet 
the vessel at Quarantine in New York and search it fot the doctor 
and the girl who is believed to be his companion in flight. 


The startling development at the in 
quest today was that, although diligent 
search has been made, not one bone 
has been found with the supposed por- 
tion of the body. This, heretofore, had 
been concealed. The siirgeons who have 
heen making the examination not only 
have been unable to cstablish the sex 
of the person killed, but so far they 
have failed to supply legal proof of a 
corpus, delecti. 

The absence of a skeleton, and espe- 
clally of the head, has hampered the 
work of identification, although «the 
clothing found near the portions of 
fiesh has given some aid. 

However, the form.’ evidence adduced 
nothing matertal t: vat was already 
generally known. ‘i oxperts were not 
in a position to state whether the bone- 
less mass of flesh found under the cel- 
lar floor was that of a woman. It was 
decided to postpone the conclusion of the 
inquest for one month in order to give 
Dr. Pepper, examiner in surgery at the 
Royal Army Medical College, oppor- 
tunity to make a complete examination 
of the pieces of flesh and the police to 
continue the thus far fruitiess search 
for Crippen and Miss Leneve. 

Several witnesses recited the history 
of the known occurrences surrounding 


long. Not a bone was discovered. 
The pieces of flesh seemed to have 
been carved off the skeleton. The 
head, feet and hands were missing. 
Quicklime covered the grewsome ob- 
ject.

LANDSLIDE WRECKS A TRAIN |

Sheriff Cashel of Belleville told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that A. 


wu. Lowe, an interurban car conductor, 


whom Cashel beat and threatened with 


a revolver, made an ‘insulting remark,’’ 
but said he could not remember what it 


Cashel is a blacksmith, an expert 
boxer, and a six-footer of fine 
physique. According to him, the trouble 
happened in this way: 

“My wife and son, George, 14 years 
o!'d, and I boarded an East St. Louls & 
Suburban car Saturday night at Twen- 
ty-first and State streets, and I offered 
the conductor 30 cents in payment of the 
three fares to Belleville. 

“On all the other divisions passengers 
re allowed to pay their full fare at one 
tine, bnt on the East St. Louis & Béele- 
vilre line they are annoyed twice by the 
conductors. This is an unfair discrimi- 
vaticn, and I am opposed t@it. So when 


was. 


cenis, and told me it was against the 
rules of the company for him to accept 
al! the money at once, but that he must 
eollect the second half at Edgemont, I 
refused to accept it. 

Threw Money on Floor, 

‘The conductor tried to get me to take 
the money, and when I would not he 
threw it on the fioor. A’ smal boy 
started to pick it up, and the conductor 
told him to leave it alone, as it he- 
longed to me. Then he made some in- 
sulting remark—I can’t remember what 
it was—and I hit him. We clinched, and 
two men, whose names I did not learn. 
separated us.

After he was on the 
rround he reached toward his hip pocik- 
et. I then drew my reveiver and toi 
him that if he drew a weapon I would 
kill him. P 

“T have been paying my fare on this 
line in one sum, and do not see why I 
should not keep it up. Four months ago 
I asked for a pass on the line for one 
of the men in my office, and it was re- 
fused. I then returned my persona! 
pass, and had my deputies return theirs. 
Since then we have been paying.” 

Lowe's Version Different. 

Cashel’s version of what happened 
on the street car differs somewhat 
from that offered by Lowe and pas- 
sengers on the car. Lowe says it 
was Cashel who threw the money on 
the floor and denies that he offerea 
any insult to his passenger. He :did 
not know who Cashel was. 

To avert trouble, other conductors 
on the line have been permitting 
Cashel to pay his full fare at the 
start, but Lowe did not know this. 
He works ordinarily In East St. Louis, 
but was transferred to the interur- 
ban line after car 32, on which the 
trouble occurred, had run down and 
killed 5-year-old Harold Tojo, son of Ray- 
mond Tojo, who is a brother-in-law 
of Cashel. The conductor and motor- 
man were suspended On account of 
this accident. 

Lowe is small stafmre, and offered 
no efective resistance when. Cashel 
attacked him. Both his eyes were 
discolored and closed, and his face 
was bruised by the first blows. He 
denies that he had a révolver, or 
that he made any motion to draw 
one. Cashel drew his weapon, Lowe 
says, to prevent pasengers on the 
car from interefering in his (Lowe's) 
behalf.

Louis of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Raiiway Employes, said a 
meeting would be held Thursday night 
at which the union would decide what 
steps it should take regarding yunish- 
ment for Cashel on account of the as- 
sault.

-plement of destruction. It answers 
the purpose of a bréadsword and a 
dagger. ;

pany; Denies Discrimination.

VIENNA, July 18.—The American 


government has protested against 
what is regarded as discriminating 
measures which the Austrian gov- 
ernment took against the Vacuum 
Oil Co., a subsidiary of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. 

The Austrian government has de- 
clined to entertain the American 
government’s protest, according to 
trustworthy information, basing its 
refusal on the ground that the 
Vacuum Oil Co., having been incor- 
porated under the Hungarian law, is 
a domestic corporation and must 
conduct its business affairs in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the dual 
kingdom. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learns that in reply to the American 
embassy’s note, the imperial gov- 
ernment made a, comprehensive 
statement of the Austrian and Hun- 
garian laws bearing on the case and 
going to show that the proceedings 
against the Vacuum Oil Co. are in 
accordance with law and are not dis- 
criminating. 

Previous dispatches from Vienna 
go to show that the Standard Oil 
Co. made an advantageous agree- 
ment with the oil producers in Gali- 
cia, the principal oil field of Austria- 
Hungary. The Galician producers 
lacked tanks in which to store their 
oll. The Standard Oil Co. agreed 
to build tanks, which it offered to 
lease to the Galician producers for 
four years. After that the tanks 
were to belong half to the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. and half to the pro- 
ducers. Meantime the Standard Oil 
Co. is to buy all the oil at a price 
agreed upon.

NEW YORK, July 18.—Ferdinand Pin- 
ney Earle, he of the four “affinities,” 
portraitist, violinist, poet and lover of 
the beautiful, was a passenger on the 
Cleveland, arriving yes‘erday from Cher- 
bourg.

Firat Wife Gets Divorce. 

The former Miss Kuttner bore him a 
son, Edmund Erwin Earle, four months 
after their marriage, subsequent to 
which the fivst Mrs. Earle obtained her 
French divorce. 

Earle then induced Julia Gertrude 
,1ell Dunn of Chicago, a model in 
Haag’s sculpture studio, to be his third 
affinity. Theirs was only a platonic af- 
fection. She followed him to Paris, saw 
enough of him there and scurried back 
te New York. 

Then last spring came reports from 
Paris of a fourth soul mate, a native 
Parisienne. The cables have said that 
they appeared devoted. 

On June 1 Justice Fitzgerald in the 
Supreme Court practically declared that 
Earle’s matrimonial jugglery was mys- 
tifying. The Justice refused to con- 
firm the report of Jos. A. Foley, referee, 
that not only was the marriage of Julia 
Kuttner invalid from the beginning, but 
that she entered into it In good faith 
and her son should be judged legitimate 
and share in his father’s estate; that 
Julia F.uttner should have custody of 
him and stili bear her maiden name.

They waited 
long on the pier for the custom house 
men to be through with them. 

“We want to be let alone,” said Mrs. 
Earle. “Can't you let us alone?” This 
was said to a young man inquiring for 
her son. 

“There is nothing in it,’’ Earle replied 
when asked regarding affinity No. 4. ie 
said he had been successful in obtaining 
permission to see his first son oftener. 

“Do you mind being still so much in 
the newspapers?’ he was asked. 

“No,” he said, “but the old people 
don’t like it.’’

Aviators as a class see no insurmountable ob- 
stacles in the way of making 1000 miles in 100 
hours, which ig the main condition of the $30,000 
prize offer of the Post-Dispatch and New York 
World. 

The longest flights of Curtiss, Paulhan, Hamil- 
ton, Farman, Rougier and the Wright brothes 





‘covered an aggregate distance of more than 1000 


miles, and the actual time in the air was a little 
more than 24 hours. This was accomplished by 
seven different men in the course of nine separate 
flights under various conditions. For one man in 
one machine to go 1000 miles is quite another 
story, but it is evident that the machine is capa- 
ble of it if the man can stand the strain. 

At the average speed-rate already attained in 
the principal flights, the aeroplane is capable of 
going from New York to St. Louis or from St. 


ditions of'the offer made by the World and the 
Post-Dispatch, more than three-quarters of the 
aviator’s time would be available for repairing 
his nerves and his machine.

Proposed Increase in Preight Rates. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispuich, 

The Board of Railroad Commissioners, the way 
it is now constituted, has a plan on foot, accord- 
ing to the daily papers, of raising the freight rates 
on wheat, corn and oats, three absolutely neces- 
sary commodities, and reducing the charges on 
some other articles, not so generally and com- 
monly used. This increase on the three items 
named means that ‘farmers will get that much less 
for these products and that the working people 
must pay that much more for their bread, corn- 
meal and rolled oats. 

The railroads will rot benefit thereby, because 
the increase in earnings by a higher freight sched- 
ule for wheat, corn and oats will be counter- 
balanced by the decrease in receipts for certain 
other shipments. 

The real sufferers by this change in freight 
charges will, as is always the case, be the people 
whovcan least afford it. Farmers have to toil hard 
and long for what they get out of their wheat, 
corn and oats, and on top of all suffer losses from 
frost, too much heat, overflows, wind and rain 
storms, not considering parasites, birds, mice, 
rabbits and other pests. The increase is to be be- 
tween 8 and 12 per cent. / 

The first meeting of the Railroad Board for 
the purpose mentioned was held Wednesday. An 
adiournment was taken until next October. 

It is the duty of farmers and workingmen to 
get busy and protest against the increase in 
ficight charges for wheat, corn and.oats. Write 
to the Board of Railroad Commissioners. which 
corsists of John A. Knott, Frank A. Wightman 
and H, R. Oglesby, with Thomas M. Bradbury as 
secretary, emphatically protesting against such a 
scheme.

It is greatly to be deplored that Supervising In- 
spector J. J. Dunn gave out for publication such 
statements as appeared in.our morning papers on 
July 13. In one of these articles Mr. Dunn states 
that he will put forth every effort to see that 
justice is given Capt. Crane and crew of the 
wrecked steamer Saltillo and then starts out by 
giving such statements as those appearing in 
papers above mentioned. It would appear from 
these statements that Mr. Dunn has already given 
his decision, although a hearing has not been 
held. 

As one who passed through the experience of 
the Saltillo disaster, I feel it my duty to state 
that every possible effort was made by Capt. 
Crane and his crew to save the passengers at 
the time of the accident, and if such rules as 
ringing of bells and lowering boats were vio- 
lated it only proves further that the captain used 
the best possible judgment, for if the extremely 
short time that elapsed during the sinking of the 
boat had been used in carrying out the rules 
there would have been no one left to tell the tale. 
While Mr. Dunn accuses the officers of the boat 
of having made no effort to save the passengers, 
he censures them for not obeying rules which, 
had they been obeyed, would have caused the loss 
of many more lives. The fact remains in spite 
of any and all criticism, that the captain and crew 
did all within human power to save all who were 
on the boat at the time of the accident. Let it be 
remembered that all was darkness, for the lights 
went out almost immediately; the only wonder is 
that any of us were saved.

Senator Aldrich has no reply to make 
to Senator Bristow’s accusations. He 
is willing to stand mute under the 
charge of having used his great power 
as chairman of the finance committee 
of the United States Senate to enrich 
himself, his son and his associates in 
the Rubber Trust. 

If the Senator from Rhode Island has 
so little regard for his personal honor, 
the Senate, when it reconvenes, should 
have sufficient regard for its own hanor 
to investigate the manner in which the 
rubber schedule was manipulated. 

The charge made by Senator Bristow 
at Winfield, Kan., was in substance as 


follows: 
“That under the Dingley law there 
was a 30 per cent duty on manufactures 


of rubber, and crude rubber was free; 
that the present tariff law passed the 
House without any change in the duty 
on either crude or manufactured rub- 
ber; that Mr. Aldrich’s Senate Commit- 
tee increased the duty on manufactured 
rubber from 30 to 85 per cent; that dur- 
ing the session or immediately after 
adjournment, he, in connection with the 
Guggenheims and Ryan, organiezd a 
rubber trust known as the Inter-Conti- 
nental Rubber Company, with $40,000,000 
capital stock; that Mr. Aldrich’s son 
became vice-president and generaj- 
manager of the company; that im- 
mediately there large advances in the 
price of rubber, and tat during the 
first three months ofthe existence of 
this Trust it paid dividends aggre- 
gating 182 per cent on the preferred 
stock.” 

Of all this there is no denial. It 
is not denied that the House left the 
duty on manufactured rubber at 30 
per cent, where it was under the Ding- 
ley schedule. It is not denied that this 
duty was increased to % per cent by 
the Senate Finance Committee, of which 
Senator Aldrich is chairman. It is not 
denied that the Inter-Continental Rub- 
ber Company absorbed the Continental 
Rubber Company in November, 1909, | 
within three’ months efter the Payhe- 
Aldrich bill was signed. It is not de- 
nied that Senator Aldrich and his son, 
ge. B. Aldrich, are directors of this 
corporation, along with Senator Guggen- 
heim, Senator Guggenheim’s brother 
and a son Of Thomas F. Ryan. It is 
not denied that the price of rubber was 
advanced and that the dividends referred 
to by Senator Bristow were paid. In 
fact, all the evidence at hand substanti- 
ates in detail the charge made by the 
Senator from Kansas, 

Long ago Congress made it a crime 
for any of its members to act at attor- 
ney in regard to matters pending be- 
fore any of the departments, and a few 
years ago Senator Burton of Kansas 
was sent to jail for violating this law. 
But what is the moral difference be- 
¢ween a Senator’s looking after the 
claim of a client before a department 
and a Senator’s manipulating legisla- 
tion for the benefit of his own pocket- 
pook? As this case stands, Senator 
Aldrich is accused of having used his 
official position to levy a tax on every 
consumer of rubber for the profit of 
himself and his associates.

Jones hits to shortstop, whose perfect 
throw to the first baseman is juggled 
by that gentleman (call him Smith), 
permitting the runner to arrive safe. 
Jones starts for second, He would have 
been headed off by the perfect throw 
from the catcher, but the second sacker 
puts the ball on badly and the runner 
is again safe. Note that the first base- 
man gets an error, but thac the second 
sacker, equally guilty, escapes, the run- 
ner being credited with a steal. 

The next batter cleanly singles and 
Jones turns for home. A perfact-throw, 
a perfect catch enables the packstop to 
put the ball on the runner just -in 
time, a very close call. But, unfortu- 
nately, the umpire fails to get out from 
behind the catcher, doesn’t see the ball 
“put on” and calls the run legal. 


Charge Defeat Wrongly. 


Seven out of 10 writers, hunting for 
somebody on whom to saddle the blame 
of that run, would pick out the first 
baseman, and even the head lines might 
read: ‘“‘Smith’s error in ninth beats the 
All-Stars,”” or words to that effect. 


As a matter of fact, the second base- 
man’s failure, the weakness of the 
pitcher in permitting a safe hit at a 
critical time and the umpire’s 
shortcoming in falling to see the play 
at the plate, all figured in that tally. 
But, poor Smith, who may have been a 
marvel of brilliancy in the other in- 
nings, is saddled with the entire blame 
because he happened to make the first 
“break”’ for the opposition. 


It’s one of the trials the baseball play- 


er has with him always, that of being 
misunderstood.
